tomed to use a car that they cannot walk across the street 
without calling in the use of an autoj there are scores of other 
similar abuses in every department of the government, it is 
alleged. 


"The attention of congress has been called, it is said, to em- 


ployes of a certain department.using-a' car in going a distance 
of only a few miles -following an excessive snow storm when 
there was other government transportation provided as well as 
private accommodation at a very slight expense. It looks as 
though there was a prospect of some real economy in the use 
of federal cars.
